Highland arrived at the scene that 
ithe wounds were found to have 
been caused by bullets. 


Questioned About Dispuic. 
Those under arrest are Emil 


Fricker, 44 years old, a farmer re- 
siding seven miles northeast of 
Nungesser’s home; Jacob I.andert, 
89, a farnt hand employed by 
Fricker, and Eldo Wernli, 2!, em- 
ployed in a shoe factory at High- 
land. Fricker is being quesiloner 
@ Sout @ Gizpute between Aim and 
ihe Nungessers..over, $1600 which 
Mra. Minnie lwungesser, widow of 
the slain man, claimed was due her 
in wages for work at the Fricker 
home before her marriage. 


Planned to Move. 


Nungesse:1, who is said to have 
expressed fear his life would be in 


danger if he remained in the com- 
munity, was arranging to move to 
another farm and had gone to the 
place to superintend work yester- 


day. He was about a mile from 
home on his return, driving a team 
to a wagon and leading two other 
horses behind. when he was killed. 
Apparently the horses became 
frightened ai the shooting and ran 
away. They were found in High- 
land and an investigation begun. 
When searchers reached the scene 
a farmer already had discovered 
the body and attributed the death 
to the runaway. 

Powder burns on the face and 
head and bullet holes in the ground 
}beneath indicated that the assail- 
ant had walked up cloge and fired 
several shots into the man’s body 
after if had fallen from the wagon. 

It was 11 p.m. before the Sher- 
iff's office was notified of the 
murder. Sheriff BE. R. Deimling, 
with several deputies and members 
of the Highland Police Depart- 
ment, then began an all-night 
search for the three men who were 
said jo have been seen in the vi- 
cinity about the time of the shoot- 
ing. Wernli was arrested at 1 a. 
m. at Highland and the others 
at the Fricker home at 4 a. ™., 
They were taken to the Madison 
County jall, where they are being 
held pending the outcome of the 
inquest today. All have refused 
,to make a statement.

Capi. MacMillan says that Cook is 
well remembered by the natives 
who laugh at his claims, declaring 
that he spent the winter on Jones 
Sound, 500 miles south of the 
North Pole. 

Referring to his prediction made 
in 423 that the Labrador gold 
rush would fail, MacMillan told of 
meeting one group of explorérs, 
heavily bearded, who had aworn 
not to shave unlil they had found 
gold.

U.S. ENGINEER HERE 
ON INSPECTION TOUR 


Maj.-Gen. Taylor, Chief of 
Service, Particularly Inter- 
ested in Sts Louis Docks. 


Major-General Harrv Taylor, 
chief of the United Sisies Army 
Engineers, was in St. Louls today, 
preparatory to making an inspec- 


tion tour of the Mississippi River 
channel between St. Louis and 
Cairo, a stretch which hinders nav- 
igation from St. Louis to New Or- 
leans. 

He arrived at 7:45 a. m. and 
was met at Union Station by a 
committee headed by James E. 
Smith, president of the Mississippi 
Valley Association. After an infor- 
mal breakfast at University Club 
he inspected the waterfront, par- 
ticularly the municipal docks at 
North Market street. He spoke be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce at 
noon. 

Sees Considerable Activity. 

The visitur seemed impressed by 
the extent of river operations here. 
He saw the self-propelling barge 
“Gulfport” being loaded for its 
fast-packaze service downriver. He 
also saw one of the barges of the 
towboat “Vicksburg” being loaded 
with grain end various merchan- 
dise. The “Vicksburg” and ‘our 
barges will take 130,000 bushels of 
grain and a cargo of mannfac- 
tured products on its weekly trip 
to New Orleans. 

Three days will be required for 
the channel inspecHon trip, as 
travel will be by daylight only and 
a thorough survey is contemplat- 
ed. The purpose of the trip is to 
ascertain what development work 
is necessary to insure a dependa- 
ble channel for uninterrupted nav- 
igation. Gen. Taylor’s department 
is charged with develepment of the 
nation’s rivers, but must submit 
its estimates for river and harbor 
work to Congress for inclusion in 
the appropriation bill.

Diversity of Jurisdiction. 


Dean Isidor Loeb of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri school of business 
and public administration, in an 
address to the tax association to- 
day, told of the wide diversity of 
jurisdiction over taxation in Mis- 
souri. He said, in part: 

“While the Legislature in 1917 
apparently intended to give — the 
Tax Commission general supervi- 
sion over all State taxes, the Su- 
preme Court in a recent decision 
held that it had no authority over 
the income tax and implied that it 
had no jurisdiction except where 
this had been granted in express 
terms. This left the administra- 
tion of State taxes divided among 
a large number of authorities, 
making it more expensive and less 
efficient. 

“The Tax Commission has juris- 
diction over the genefal property 
tax and the corporation franchise 
tax. The State Auditor exercises 
supervising powers over the _ in- 
come tax, taxes on express com- 
panies and private railroad cars, 
and stamp taxes on option sales. 
Central supervision of the inher- 
itance tax is vested in the State 
Treasurer and Attorney-General. 
The Secretary of State administers 
the taxes on automobiles and in- 
corporation of companies and ‘the 
annual corporation registration 
fees. The Fish and Game Commis- 
sioner has certain. powers relating 
to the license taxes on hunting and 
‘fishing. In addition there are a

Raa a een —Whether 
Fusco de Martino’s alleged ilscov- 
ery of Livy’s missing vooks, !n- 
cluding a history of Christ written 
before the Gospels, Is genuine or a 
fake, cannot be decided until De 
Martino is found by the group of 
professors, aide: iy police, who are 
searching Italy for him. 

De Martino vanished and Livy’s 
books with him. It hase been vari- 
ously reported that he fled to the 
Near East, to England, and that he 
is hiding with friends here. Mean- 
while, the Govérnment commission 
appointed to examine his find is 
vainly waiting presentation of it for 
scientific analysis. 

De Martino’s friends say he is 
only hiding until he has copied the 
manuscripts. The British Museum 
is said to have offered. De Martino 
£1,000,000 (approximately $5,000,- 
000) for the originals, while Curtis 
Brow’, tn American agent, esiab- 
lished in London, is reported to 
have offered $1,000,009 for the En- 
glish translation rights.

British Museum will almost cer- 
tainly withdraw its reported offer 
when it learns that the only cer- 
tain element in the situation is that 
De Martino, if caught, must face 
jail for breaking an ancient Roman 
law, still enforced in Itaiy and En- 
gland, under which all treasure 
trove belongs to the crown.

Lack of Efficiency. 

“While the different State au- 
thorities are generally active in en- 
forcing the taxes committed to 
their jurisdiction, they have in 
many cases lacked adequate infor- 
mation or power of control over 
local officials who may have func- 
tions regarding these matters. It 
is apparent that no systematic plan 
has been followed in providing for 
tax administration. This has devel- 
oped in a haphazard manner and 
naturally there is a lack of har- 
mony and efficiency while the mul- 
tiplication of authorities necessarily 
leads to increased expense of ad- 
ministration. A greater consolida- 
tion of these functions and provi- 
sion for adequate powers of super- 
vision and control over local tax 
authorities would not only result in 
increased revenue and reduction of 
expenses of administration, but 
would make possible a better un- 
derstanding of the whole problem 
and lead to a more equitable dis- 
tribution of the burden of taxa- 
tion.” 

Prof. Carl C. Plehn of the Uni- 
versity of California, discussing 
“Expenditures for Education,” de- 
clared that the way school money 
is spent is as essential as the 
amount of school taxes, and ex- 
pressed belief that many modern 
additions to school activity serve 
to inculeate the notion of depend- 
ence. “Dependence” in this sense 
he appeared to make equivalent to 
“co-operation,” on which quality 
children in many schools are grad- 
ed for promotion. 

Loss in Self-Reliance. 

“Ability and willingness to co-. 
operate with one’s fellows,” he 
said, “is an excellent thing in its 
way. But as it is taught it be- 
comes little more than ability and 
willingness to lie down on one’s 
fellows, depending on mass action 
instead of ‘standing on one’s. own 
feet and relying on one’s own ini- 
tiative, strength, courage and char- 
acter.

Tibetans a Sturdy Lot. 

The Tibetans, smal!! in stature 
did not 
require the same nourishment as 
did Europeans. Gen. Bruce said 
that the more he saw of them the 
more he was amazed at their pow- 
ers of endurance. .They had, on 
the occasion of -this last expedi- 
tion, once again shown their real 
attachment to Europeans. They 
recognized as a race what they 


lowed to Great Britain, and their 


Government had shown itself ex- 
tremely well-disposed. The Tib- 
etans were intelligent and more ca- 
pable than many other races of 
learning. They possessed qualities 
which were found in the highland 
races in every quarter of the globe. 

As to their language, Gen. Bruce 
said, the great difficulty was that 
there was among them no such 
lingua franda as existed in Nepal. 
The Tibetans spoke a patois which 
varied to such an extent from dis- 


He expressed regret that 


But whatever their historical 
Past might have been, Gen. Bruce 
Said, the bearers of his party had 
been indefatigable and deserving 
Only of praise. They had, unfor- 
tunately, been no more able than 
Europeans to withstand the ‘ex- 
haustion caused by exertion at such 
an altitude as that which had been 
attained by the expedition. This 


exhaustion showed itself in various | 
Ways, according to individual tem-’ 


perament. In some cases it took 
the form of nervous depression: in 
Others, of accelerated arterial cir- 


/ culation, resulting in feverish symm p- 


toms; and in others again a mental 
exaltation, such as it sometimes 
produced by the mirages of the 
African desert. 

The effects upon each member 
of the expedition, as noted by him- 
self, were different from those ex- 
perienced by his comrades, the 
Genera! said. On a given occasion 
one might feel dazed and giddy, 
while at another he would experi- 
ence choking sensations. The ques- 
tion of acclimation at high alti- 
tudes was largely one of tempera- 
ment, though the General believed 
that a normal man could gradually 
accustom himself to rarification of 
atmosphere. In some cases one 
and a half, in others. three or four 
months on the Tibetan plateaus 
would be needed to enable a man 
to undertake the ascent of the 
peaks, but whatever its duration, 
acclimation to the conditions of the 
heights, increasing progressively ( 
was nécessary. 

Oxygen Tanks Too Heavy. 

Oxygen. would be a great help, 
the General said, but unfortunate- 
ly the apparatus which the climber 
had to carry was a terrible heavy 
and clumsy affair, weighing 28 
pounds, and was quite impractica- 
ble in regidns where one’s body 
alone seemed an insupportable bur.- 
den. 

“Bither we must find something 
better suited to our purpose,” the 
General said, ‘“‘or dispense with tho 
oxygen apparatus altogether.” 

In regard to a repetition of th2 
expedition, General Brué¢e said: 

“The attempted conquest of 
Everest has caused us 30 much 
trouble and suffering, and we have 
been too close to final success, to 
abandon this project. We have 
left too many of our comrades on 
the heights, beginning with that 
gallant Dr. Kellah, who was the 
first victim, and ending with the 
four who died in the course of this 
attempt, Irvine, Mallory’ and two 
noncommissioned officers, 
kha and a Nepalese, to abandon 
the road marked already by a doz- 
en graves. 

“The goal 
reached.”’ 

Gen. Bruce added that he could 
not say whether the state of his 
health would allow him personal- 
ly to tread again the hard road 
which led from Darjeeling to the 
roof of the world, but no member 
of the expedition would hear of 
abandoning the project. After ex- 
periencing intense cold and the 
perpetual winds of the heights, 
where their only warmth was de, 
rived from meager flames made 
from the dried mosses, and after 
realizing that at the same time 
a change in the temperature would 
have enabled them to reach the 
summit, they all desired to see 
finis written_to' the chapters al- 
ready recorded.

York for a few days, after 
speaking in Waterbury, and then 
start out again. On Oct. 14 he will 
be heard in Wilmington, Del., next 
day at Jersey City. Then he will 
jump to Cleveland, O., and on Oct. 
18 will be talking in Chicago. 

It is to be noticed that the cam- 
paign managers have given Gov. 
Smith a particularly choice route, 
for in every State in which he talks 
the Democrats believe they have a 
fair chance to win. It is also pret- 
ty obvious that Gov. Smith would 
not very well leave New York for 
such a period in the critical month 
if he had a campaign of his own on. 


Iowa a Key State. 


Perhaps the most important 
speech of the whole Democratic 
campaign will be that of Wednes- 
day, when John W. Davis will ap- 
pear at Des Moines. In some re- 
spects Iowa has betome the key 
State of that section. 

Managers of all three candidates 
are claiming the State. La Follette 
must get it if he is to realize his 
ambition to throw the election into 
Congress. The Democrats say that 
if La Follette runs anything like as 
strong as the. present’ situation 
promises, he will cut down the Re- 
publican ,vote and that'the Demo- 
crats will have a pluPality. 

The Republican attitude, which 
at the opening of the ‘campaign 
was gontemptuous of the la Fol- 
lette movement, has changed. The 
best evidence of this is that every 
“hand out’? from the Republican 
National Committee now refers to 
the third party movement, and the 
whole trend of present arguments 
is that it is necessary to elect Cool- 
idge to save the country from the 
fate of having the election thrown 
into Congress. 

Naturally, it is contended that 
the Wisconsin candidate will draw 
more heavily from the Democrats 
than from the Republicans, but 
they are worried about Iowa and 
Michigan in addition to the North- 
western states which La Follette 
expects to carry; and they do not 
know what is going to happen in 
Nebraska.

This is one of a score of stories 
told in Clarksburg concerning 
John J. Davis, the father of Jonn 
W. Davis, for almost half a cen- 
tury a powér at the bar and in 
politics of his State. Perhaps no 
more romantic figure ever strode 
upon the stage of the 
region where he lived. 
he passed away in 1916, his vivid 
personality persists. His colorful 
nature, commanding mien, and 
particularly that long, intimidating 
forefinger, figure in many a tale 
of a picturesque career. 

His early education was ac- 
quired in Northwestern Virginia 
Academy. He began the study of 
law at the age of 17 in the office 
of Geoorge H. Lee in Clarksburg. 
He complete his studies at what 
was then Brockenbrough’s School 
of Law In Lexington. Va. Follow- 
ing the Civil War it became Wash- 
ington and Lee University. Gradu- 
ating at 20, he antered the prac- 
tice of law in Clarkeburg, and six 
years later, in 1861, was elected to 
represent: Harrison County in the 
House of Delegates at Richmond. 
On May 23, 1861,. Virginia seceded 
from the Union. and the young 
jegisiator. did not take his seat, as 
he Was an uncompromising Union-

Stirrmg Day as 
War Drew Near. 


Those were seething times. The 
issues which led to the war had 
come to a head. Lincoln had just 
been elected, in November, 1860. 
The Southern States regarded the 
outcome of the election as a’ blow 
at the rights of the states as well 
as the system of slavery. Seces- 
sion threats were heard, and pub- 
lic meetings were called through- 
out the South and border states 
to canvass public sentiment. South 
Carolina and the Gulf States soon 
afterward seceded. <A special ses- 
sion of the Virginia «© Legislature 
was called for ean. 7, 1861, to 
eonsider a course of action. 

Social conditions in Western 
Virginia were utterly unlike those 
existing in the eastern part of the 
State. The rugged character of 
the country discouraged slavery, 
and the ma@untains created an al- 
most impassable barrier on the 
east. There had also been an in- 
flux of German and Scotch-Irish 
settlers from states farther north, 
many of them coming by way of 
Pennsylvania. This immigration. 
which gradually fused with the 
pioneer stock from Maryland and 
Eastern Virginia, had strength- 
ened the differences already exist- 
ing between the populations on op- 
posite sides of the range. 

When the Virginia Legislature 
met it issued a call for a conven- 
tion to be held Feb. 13, at which 
it was understood the question of 
secession would be considered. A 
meeting of Union leaders was held 
in Clarksburg Jan. 19, 1861, to 
nominate two delegates from Har- 
rison County to the State conven- 
tion. “Resolutions were adopted 
pledging devotion to the Union and 
announcing their intention to ad- 
here to this position for “weal. or 
woe.” John 8. Carlile and Charlies 
S. Lewis were nominated on a plat- 
form pledging them to oppose se- 
cession at all costs. The opposi- 
tion or State's Rights party nomi- 
nated Robert Johnston ang Benja- 
min Wilson as delegates. The cam- 
paign was short but exciting. Car- 
lile and Lewis were elected. 

Events moved swiftly thereafter. 
Although a majority of the dele- 
gates to the Richmond convention 
favored adherence to the Union, 
the firing on Fort Sumter on April 
12. and the call of President Lin- } 
coln for troops precipitated the 
long-expected conflict, and on 
April 17, in secret session an ordi- 
nance of secession was passed. The

On April 22, 1861, another mass 
meeting was held in the Clarks- 
burg Courthouse. Twelve hundred 
citizens of Harrison County attend- 
ed. Carlile addressed the audience 
in a manner described as eloquent 
and fiery. 

At this. meeting the people . of 
Harrison County reaffirmed their 
allegiance to the Federal, Govern- 
ment. denounced the Virginia au- 
thorities for inaugurating a war 
without their consent, and adopt- 
ed resolutions requesting the vari- 
ous counties comprising North- 
western Virginia to appoint dele: 
gates to a convention to be held 
in Wheeling on May 13. to deter- 
minesa course of action. Eleven 
a tes were chosen from Harrt- 
son County. Carlile headed the 
list. John J. Davis was one of 
the number. 

Meeting at the time stated, the 
first Wheeling convention called a

1691 for rejection. John J. Davis 
and John C. Vance were elected to 
the House of Delegates, and John 
8S. Carlile elected to Congress. The 
other counties voted overwhelming- 
ly agai secession. 

The second Wheeling convention 
met according to agreement on June 
11, and eight days later, by passing 
a reorganization act, took formal] 
steps to organize the new State of 
West Virginia. John J. Davis sat 
in that convention, whjch elected 
Francis H. Pierpont Governor, 
Daniel Polsiey . Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, and Waltman T. Willey and 
John 8S. Carlile United States Sen- 
ators. Its action was ratified the 
following October by a vote of 13,- 
408 to 781. A Constitution was 
framed, and following its ratifica- 
tion by the voters, and the enact- 
ment by Congress of an enabling 
act, President Lincoln issued a 
proclamation June 20, 1863, for- 
mally admitting the new State into 
the. Union. 

In the corridor of the Clatkaburg 
courthouse is a bronze tablet. com- 
memorating the meeting of April, 
22, 1861, and listing the names of’ 
the. delegates who attended the 
Wheeling convention.

WHEN LABOR BECOMES CAPITAL. 

‘The differences between the Coal River Collieries 
Co. and its employes present “something new under 
the sun.” Organized labor in this case is fighting 
organized -labor. The Coal River Collieries Co. is 
owned by members of the B Brotherhood of Locomotive 
| Engineers, and Warren S. Stone, chief of the brother- 
hood, is chairman of the board of the coal company. 

The company’s mines have not been operated since 
April 1. John L. Lewis, president of the miners’ 
union, in his correspondence with Mr. Stone, says 
the miners are on strike. Mr. Stone denies this and 
says the miners are willing to return to work, and, 
impliedly, are prevented from doing so by their 
union. Anyhow, the mines are closed and the 
miners are not working. Technically they may not 
be on strike, as Mr. Stone construes the term. Prac- 


In the correspondence between the labor leaders 
Mr. Lewis bitterly accuses the Coal River Collieries 
Co. with adopting the same attitude as other op- 
erators in trying to force a wage reduction. Mr. 
Stone in reply declares that the members of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers have invested 
| $8, 600,000 in the properties, are entitled to some re- 
| forR on that investment and simply cannot make an 
honest profit or even break even on the terms pro- 
posed by the miners’ union. Mr. Lewis blandly dis- 
misses such objections as mere “problems of manyv 
agement” which “your corporation must solve.” 

This controversy will doubtless provoke cynical 
merriment in certain circles. But it is precisely the 
kind of experience that was bound to come with the 
material prosperity of organized labor and its en- 
trance as a capitalist into industry. If temporarily 
disillusioning to the miners its ultimate effect seem- 
ingly must be helpful. There are problems on both 
sides of the payroll, as the Brotherhood of Engineers 
is learning and will increasingly learn as it proceeds 
further into finance and enterprise. 
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THE GOVERNMENT AS AN EMPLOYER. 


“The Bureau of Statistics, Department of Labor, 
announced in June that the cost of living was 69.1 
per cent over the 1913 prices,” states Luther G.

MacDonald's in- 
spired address on arbitration and disarmament, as 
also Herriot’s speech before the Léague of Nations 
Assembly, he regards as “platitudes perfumed with 
the incense of the applauding multitudes.” 

There appears to be similarity between Lloyd 
George’s motive in denouncing the League and those 
of our own isolationists. Both covet office. The 
great disparity is in the remedy for the League's 
alleged futility. Our bitter-enders would abandon 


again. Lloyd George says that “until America, Rus- 
sia and Germany join the League its decisions in 
international disputes will be viewed with suspicion 
by all the nations who were defeated in the great 
war.” And then he says: “All depends on the ad- 
hesieon of America.” 

The same argument is used to save the League 
and to cast it off. Lloyd George serves to remind 
us that the League which its American opponents 
have been damning is the League crippled by their 
own action in keeping America out.

CANDIDATE for a niche in 
the Perpetua!

not so long since known as the 
“Peerless Leader” to millions of 
fans and today considered by 
many to have been the greatest 
manager tke game ever pro- 
duced. By others (notably 
Charlies Murphy, owner of the 
Champion Cubs) Chance was 
considered just a lucky accident. 

“Lucky”, was right for Mur- 
phy; but the accident ¢veryote 
will question. Murphy Was very 


the Cubs for $105.000, to have 
Frank Chance at hand to run 
this shoestring into a valuation 
of over $1.500,000 within seven 
years. 

For all Chance’s success and

@ great taam. There was that 
stonewall infield, Tinker, Evers, 
Steinfeldt and Chance himself. 

There was that great outfield, 
Sheckard, Schulte, Slagie and 
Hofman. There was that tiron- 
man pitching staff, Orvie Over- 
all, ‘“Three-Fingered” Brown, 
Reulbach, Pffeéter and others. 
And the phenomenal Kiing was 
the backStop leadér—a catchet | 
who would get an all-time place 
on any man’s team. 

This was a formidable group. 
As hard-bitten a bunch of rough- | 
riders as an enemy ever faced— , 
“money players” all, who showed 
no quarter to the foe until after 
the game; end who thought 
“hand shakers’ were a menace 
to the team. 

There was not a weak spot on 
the club, either in its lineup or 
in the hearts of the indfviduals. 

And Chance was the boy that 
put the steel Into them. An fron 
man and a lion heart himeeif, 
Chance would brook no weak- 
néss. It is true thet Frank Selee, 
manager before Chance, had as- 
sembied most of Frank's team 
for him; but it was Chance who 
put the spark plug into the old 
engine and sent it roarifig on its 
way to everiasting baseball fame.

But he never “called” a man 
lightly and seldom called him 
more than once. He had few 
“lights out by 11,"’ “no poker” 
or “no beer’ rules. He set the 
limit of moderation in everything 
and prohibition in nothing. He 
even enjoyed a stein of beer with 
his men and lost none of their 
regard in doing it—proving in 
this instance that he must have 
been a real genive. 

The rugged physical strength 
of this man can best be fllustrat- 
ed by the fact that more than 
40 times in his major league ca- 
reer he was hit on the head by 
pitched balls: and yet to the close 
of his piaying career, he was 
never ‘‘gun shy.” 

Chance’s health, however, 
broke after he left the club to 
go to California. He had lost hfs 
big learue touch, when he came 
back as manager of the Yankees. 
Accustomed to a different type 
of players than he found in New 
York on his “comeback” and not 
used to prima donnas like Hal 
Chase, Chance could not get his 
machine assembled right and it 


constantly misfired.

Ali of Chance’s moves went 
wrong at New York. And 
with the Red Sox Iast year he 
also failed. But not even a ge- 
nius could have lifted those mis- 
fits. 

Chance had only one mang- 
gefial sucess outside of Chicako. 
That was with the Los Angeles 
club of the Coast League, which 
he molded into a pennant team. 

Whatever Charlies Murphy 
may think of the man who 
helped make hi mrich, there is 
no doubt what view posterity 
will take of Chance. It will re- 
member the name of the “Peer- 
less Lader”’ when Murphy's long 
has been forgotten.

The extended controversy be- 
tween the city and the trustees of 
the Missouri Botanical (Shaw's) 
Garden, over the 200-foot strip of 
land surrounding Tower Grove 
Park, got into court today, when 
the trustees filed suit to compel 
the city to make “sin@ere efforts” 
to lease the strip for residential 
purposes, and to enjoin the city 
from discouraging would-be _resi-

The strip runs around the park, 
| except at the entrances, and looks 
like part of the park and is used 
‘for park and playground purposes. 
|Its present uses, the suit contends, 
,are in violation of the deed by 
which Henry Shaw in 1869 con- 
veyed the park to the city. He 
planned that the city should lease 
the~strip to individuals for the 
erection of ‘private residences— 
termed “‘villas’ by Shaw. 
Charges Against Officials. 


It is charged the city. as repre-' ff 


sented by the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Tower Grove Park, has 
not been sincere in trying to ful- 
fill the terms of the deed and have 
not welcomed inquiries’ about the 
prospective villas. The Mayor and 
the Comptroller, the suit adds, are 
“bitterly hostile” to leasing the

Meanwhile, the circumstances 
that formerly aroused jealousy 
have multiplied. Time was (in|

enjoyed any but the remotest 
friendship with men.

her, that a woman can be jealous) 
of her husband's interest in,an-— 
other woman when she doesn't love | 
him. Probably most of us, if we! 
were able to admit the inmost | 
truth about ourselves, would have 
to say that we resented any pref- 
erence. by anybody to any other 
human being than ourselves. 

If jealousy becomes bad form, 
and it is already bad form to show 
jealousy, in circumstances that 
would onee have been regarded as 
excuse for homicide, most of us 
will do our best to conform. But 
we cannot root out ofi{ourselves a 
feeling that goes so deep, no mat- 
ter how much we wish to. We will 
do what humanity hag always done. 
when the increasing demands of 
civilization have made a primitive 
instinet disreputable; we will either | 
suppress our jealousy or-repress it. 

The modern biological psycholo- 
gists make a great point of the dif- 
ference between suppression and 
repression. A suppressed emotion 
is merely hidden from others. You 
are’aware of it, you feel it. but you 
deny yourself the luxury of ex- 
pressing it. A repressed emotion | 
iS not only hidden from others: it | 
is hidden -from vourself. You do'| 
not permit yourself to know that. 
you have it. You do not feel it. | 
But it is there. struggling madly in| 
the depths the unconscious to. 
get out. Usually it succeeds in. 
escaping in a disgutse@ form: fre- 
quentiy in an tiness.
